SHORT  TITDE. 

I . This  Act  may  be  cited  as  “ The  Veterinary  Association  Short  title.

IIEGISTIIATION.

4.  The  following  persons  shall  be  entitled  to  be  registered 
as  hereinafter  proviiled  : — 


(a.)  Graduates  of  the  Veterinary  School  e.stablished  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act; 

(h.)  Persons  wh<j  at  the  time  of  the  coming  into  force  of  this 
Act  were  members  in  g<jo<l  standing  of  the  Veterinary  Associ- 
ation of  Manitoba  and  were  registered  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  chaptered  sixty  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Province  of 
Manitoba  passed  in  the  fifty-third  year  of  Her  Majesty’s  reign; 

(c.)  Persons  possessing  diplomas  or  certificates  of  admission 
as  Veterinary  Surgeons  in  any  part  of  Her  Majesty’s  Dominions 
by  any  body  or  a.ssociation  empowered  by  law  to  grant  such 
diplomas  or  certificates,  upon  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  next  following  section  of  this  Act.  53  V.  c.  GO,  s.  4.

5.  Any  person  , qualified  under  the  provisions  of  the  last

le  Registrar  the  document  authenticating  the  (jiialification 
respect  whereof  he  asks  to  be  registered;  and  in  the  case

le  last  preceding  section,  he  shall  be  required  to  pass  such 
camination  as  the  Council  may  prescribe  and  to  produce 
L-oof  satisfactory  to  the  Council  that  he  was  in  good  stand- 
iir  and  in  the  actual  practice  of  his  proie.ssion  up  to  the 
me  of  his  ’.oming  to  the  Province.

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MEETINGS — COUNCIL. 

a.  There  sluxll  he  general  rneeting.s  of  tlie  As.sociation  as 
liereinafter  provided,  and  there  shall  he  a Council  to  direct  Association 
and  manage  the  affairs  thereof  in  the  manner  and  .subject  tocir  ° 
the  regulations  hereinafter  mentioned  ; and  at  all  general 
meetings  and  at  all  meetings  of  the  Council  a majorit}'  of 
members  pre.sent  having  a right  to  vote  thereat  respective!}' 
shiill  decide  upon  the  matters  brought  before  such  meetings, 
the  person  presiding  having,  in  the  case  of  an  equalit}'  of 
votes,  a casting  vote.  53  V.  c.  60,  s.  6. 

T.  The  Council  of  the  Association  shall  be  composed  of  not  o°councU°'’ 
less  than  five  and  not  more  than  seven  members,  to  be  elected 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained,  the 
majority  of  whom  shall  form  a quorum.  53  V.  c.  60,  s.  7. 


8.  The  members  of  such  Council  shall  be  elected  for  the  Term  and 
period  or  one  year,  but  any  member  may  resign  at  any  time  membei-s  of 
by  letter  addre.ssed  to  the  Registrar  ; and  upon  the  death,  . 

resignation  or  removal  from  Manitoba  of  any  member  of  the 
Council,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council  to  elect  some  other  Election  to  an 
person,  being  a member  of  the  Association,  to  supply  the ' 
vacancy  so  made,  and  the  person  so  elected  shall  be  taken  in 
all  I’espccts  to  represent  the  penson  in  whose  stead  he  has 
been  appointed.  53  V.  c.  60,  s.  8. 


The  members  of  the  Association  shall  hold  a general 
meeting  once  in  each  yeai‘,  and  such  special  general  meetings  ings  of 
as  the  council  may  deem  advisable.  The  annual  general 
meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  the  month  Annual  meet- 
of  April  in  each  year,  or  at  sucli  other  time  as  may  be  fixed  AMociation.

II.  The  manner  ot‘  holding  elections  (d*  members  oi‘  the 
Council  of  the  said  Association,  the  (lualitications  of  voters 
and  of  members  of  the  Council,  and  the  mode  of  taking  the 
votes  thereat,  shall  be  <letermined  by  by-law  pa.sscd  by  the 
Council ; and,  in  default  of  such  by-law  being  or  having  been 
passed,  the  members  of  such  Cotincil  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
at  each  annual  general  meeting,  and  the  persons  qualified  to 
vote  and  to  be  elected  shall  he  such  per.sons  only  as  arc  mem- 
bers of  the  As.sociation  duly  registered,  and  no  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  who  shall  be  in  arrear  in  respect  of  any  fees 
payable  by  him  to  the  Association.  53  V.  c.  60,  s.  11. 


I The  Council  of  the  Association  shall  have  the  sole 
control  and  management  of  the  real  and  personal  property  of 
the  Association,  .sultject  to  the  by-laws  thereof: 

Provided  that  no  sale  or  mortgage  shall  be  made  of  such  real 
or  personal  pi-o])erty,  except  with  the  concurrence  of  a majority 
of  the  members,  expressed  by  resolution  at  a general  meeting 
under  the  provisions  hereof.  53  V.  c.  60,  s.  15. 

OIWECTS  OF  A.SSOCIATION. 

I li.  The  objects  of  the  Association  shall  include  the  study  of 
Vetei'inary  science,  with  a view  to  a more  thorough  under- 
standing of  the  diseases,  cfmtagious  and  otherwise,  to  which 
the  domesticated  animals  of  the  Province  are  liable;  and  the 
Council  shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  carrying  out 
of  the  objects  of  the  A.ssociation,  and,  from  time  to  time,  may 
amend,  revoke  and  repeal  the  same ; an<l  such  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations  may  be  amended,  revoked  and  repealed  at  any 
general  meeting  of  the  As.sociation,  provided  that  notice  thereof 
be  given  in  manner  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  for  the  time 
being.  53  V.  c.  60,  s.  16. 

14.  The  Council  of  the  Association,  with  the  concurrence  of 
a majority  of  the  members  duly  expressed  at  any  general 
meeting,  may  establish,  carry  on  and  manage  a Veterinary 
School  for  the  instruction  of  pupils  by  competent  ^ and 
approved  technical  teachers  in  the  science  and  pi*actice  of  the 
Veterinary  art,  and  may  arrange  for  the  exannnation  of  such 
pupils  in  anatomy,  physiology,  maieria  medica,  therapeutics, 
chemistry,  and  as  to  the  V)reedingof  domesticated  animals,  and 
f)n  such  other  subjects  as  the  Council  may  think  propei. 
And  the  Council  may  prescribe  preliminary  and  other  exam- 
inations, and  may  appoint  and  pay  examiners,  all  of  which 
shall  be  regulated  by  such  7-ules  and  by-laws  »xs  the  Council 
may  enact ; and  candidates  and  pupils  shall  pay  such  fees  as 
the  Council  may  impose.  53  V.  c.  60,  s.  24. 
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1 5.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provi.sions  of  the  As^ciaUon  to 
last  preceding  section,  the  said  Association  shall  have  power  hold  land, 
to  accjuire  and  hold  real  estate,  not  exceeding  at  any  time  in 
annual  value  fiv'e  thou.sand  dollars,  and  the  same  or  any  part 
thereof  to  alienate,  exchange  and  otherwise  charge  as  occa- 
sion may  require,  and  may  erect  buildings  suited  for  such 
.scheme,  and  for  lectures  and  teachers  in  connection  there- 
with, and  for  a library,  and  for  other  purpo.ses  proper  for  the 
objects  of  the  A.ssociation.  58  V.  c.  60,  .s.  25. 


OFFICERS. 


1 <».  The  Council  of  the  said  Association  shall,  at  the  first  OA^cers. 
meeting  after  the  election  of  the  Council  in  each  year,  appoint 
a Registrar  and  such  other  officers  as  the  said  Council  may 
consider  necessary,  and  shall  elect,  from  their  numbex’,  a 
President,  Vice-President  and  Treasurei*.  53  V.  c.  GO,  s.*  12. 


REOISTER. 


1 ?.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registi’ar  of  the  A.ssociation,  Dutie.s  of 
immediately  on  his  appointment,  to  make  and  keep  a eoi’rect 
Register  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act  of  all 
per.sons  who  shall  he  entitled  to  be  i*egisteretl  under  this  Act, 
and,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  all  nece.ssary  alterations  in 
the  addresses  of  per.sons  registei'ed  under  this  Act,  and  for 
this  purpo.se  the  form  shewn  in  Schedule  A to  this  Act  may 
be  used ; and  the  Registi’ar  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  tussigned  to  him  by  the  Council  ; and  if  he  make,  ox- 
cause  to  be  made,  any  wilful  falsiticatioxx  in  any  matter 
relating  to  the  Registex*,  he  shall  incur  a penalty  of  fifty 
dollars.  53  V.  c.  GO,  s.  13. 


18.  No  name  shall  be  entered  in  the  Regi.ster  except  of^ntryof 
persons  authorized  by  this  Act  to  be  registered,  nor  unless  the 
Registrar  is  .sati.sfied,  by  px-oper  evidence,  that  the  pex-son 
applying  is  entitled  to  be  i-egistered  ; and,  in  case  of  persons 
applying  under  sub-section  (c.)  of  the  foux-th  section  of  this 
Act,  the  evidence  shall  be  to  the  sati.sfaction  of  the  Council ; 
and  in  the  event  of  any  entry  being  made  by  fx-audulent  Erasure  of 
means,  the  Council  shall  have  the  power,  upon  giving  .such 
notice  and  hearing  .such  evidence  as  it  shall  deem  advisable, 
to  order  the  erasure  of  the  same.  Any  appeal  from  the 
deeisioji  of  the  Registrar  shall  be  to  the  Council.  53  V.  c 60

thereafter  to  a similar  certificate  annually,  upon  payment  of 
Fees  and  their  a fee  to  be  determined  by  the  Council , the  admission  tee  .shall 
application.  greater  than  twenty-five  dollars,  and  the  iinnual  fee 

shall  not  be  greater  than  ten  dollars ; and  all  fees  and  other 
moneys  payable  to  the  Association  shall  be  paid  to  the  Trea- 
surer, and  may  be  apjilied  in  carrying  this  Act  into  execution 
and  for  other  purposes  of  the  Association.

production  of  a certificate  purporting  to  be  signed  and  issued 
by  the  registrar  and  under  the  seal  of  the  Association,  and 
purporting  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
twentieth  section  of  this  Act  shall  be  prirna  facie  evidence 
that  he  is  so  entitled.
